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Two inmates escape 
in shipping crates 


Two inmates escaped from the Federal Correctional Institution 
yesterday by stowing away in shipping crates, Warden Frank Kenton 
announced today. 
Lawrence Edward Barrows, 24 and Paul Edward Corder, 21, were 
discovered missing yesterday at the routine 4 p.m. prisoner count. 
Kenton said investigation showed the two made good their escape by 
secreting themselves in shipping crates carrying missile cable to 
unknown destinations by commercial truck carriers. Further details 
of how the inmates managed the feat were not immediately available. 
Kenton said the passage of trucks and materials in ana out of the 
prison posed a constant threat of escape. 
Barrows is from Mira Monte. He was doing 20 years for murder on 
an Indian reservation. Corder is from Ogden, Utah. He was serving a 
youth sentence for auto theft. 
The manufacture and repair of missile and electronic cable for 
defense and military use is one of several industries operating within 
the sprawling prison complex. Shipment of the repaired and 
manufactured cable and the arrival of new cable and raw materials is 
a daily occqrrence. 
There was no information immediately available to indicate where 
the crates bearing the two men were destined. Kenton said the FBI 
has taken over the investigation. 


China to block move 
to admit Bangladesh 


UNITED 
NATIONS 
(U P I)- 
China told the U.N. Security Council 
Thursday that it would cast its first 
veto to block the admission of 
Bangladesh to the United Nations. 
But there were indications that 
further procedural tactics by the 
supporters of China in the 15-nation 
body would delay any vote on the 
matter. China has not cast a veto 
since joining the world body last 
year. 
Chinese Ambassador Huang Hua 
Thursday introduced his country’s 
resolution 
that would have the 
council postpone consideration of 
the Bangladesh application until 
such time as Pakistani prisoners of 
war and other civilian detainees are 
released. 
That resolution has no chance of 
passage. A measure sponsored by 
the Soviet Union, Britian, India and 
Yugoslavia 
demanding 
outright 
recommendation 
of 
Bangladesh 
admission to the General Assembly 
is known to have the support of at 
least 11 council members. Among 
them are all the other big powers 


except China— Britain, France, the 
Soviet Union and the United States. 
Thursday’s 
debate 
was 
te r­ 
minated by a procedural vote on a 
motion by Sudan—one of three 
African countries supporting the 
Chinese position. The others are 
Guinea and Somalia. 
The Sudanese proposal was to 
delay the vote on the issue until 3 
p.m. EDT today in order to “ save 
the 
situation 
from 
a 
fatal 
collision’’—a possible reference to 
the Chinese veto. 
Sudanese 
Ambassador 
Salah 
Ibrahim expressed the hope that in 
the intervening time delegations 
would “change their positions ’—but 
he did not say how. 
Huang, 
in

resolution, said he was defending 
the “ spirit of the U.N. charter 
against new member states that 
E 
roclaim adherence to the document 
ut are not in fact qualified. 
He said if other powers—such as 
the Soviet Union and India— pressed 
for admission of Bangladesh now, 
his country would “categorically 
vote against it.’’

South Vietnamese task force today 
pushed to within 700 yards of the 
Communist-held district capital of 
Que Son 30 miles south of Da Nang, 
field officers said.

commander of the task force, said 
early today he hoped to have “some 
troops’’ inside the strategic town by 
this afternoon to pull down a 
Communist flag flying over the 
district headquarters. 
The general, commander of South 
Vietnam’s 2nd infantry Division, 
said only scattered resistance was 
reported this morning from field 
positions north, south and east of 
Que Son. 
The town and nearby Ross base 
fell to the Communists last Saturday 
when 
South 
Vietnamese 
forces 
withdrew under a heavy Viet Cong 
artillery barrage and ground attack 
The 
battalion 
commander 
who 
ordered the withdrwal has been 
arrested for his failure to hold the 
position. 
To the south and only 40 miles 
north of Saigon, Communist troops 
ambushed a 500-man government 
force and in two days of fighting and 
inflicted at least 142 casualties on 
the surrounded rangers, military 
sources said. 
The sources said the rangers 
remained cut off Thursday with 
heavy fighting still continuing after 
the ambush was sprung on Highway 
13 Wednesday 20 miles south of 
destroyed the province capital of An 
Loc, 60 miles north of Saigon. 
The rangers in two days of trying 
to fight their way out of the ambusn 
suffered 67 men killed and wounded 
with another 75 missing in action in 
the close-in battling, military sour­ 
ces said. 
Communist casualties 
were unknown. 
Far to the north around Quang Tri 
city, Communist forces backed by 
tanks Thursday launched a major 
spoiling attack on South Vietnamese 
marines trying to regain control of

FILLMORE, Calif (UPI)- The 
year’s worst brush fire nibbled into 
the Sespe condor sanctuary today, 
but firefighters received unexpected 
help from freakishly unseasonable 
weather—cold and fog. 
More than 16,000 acres of Los 
Padres National Forest had gone up 
in flames as the fire entered its 
fourth day today. One spearhead 
charred about 350 acres of the Sespe 
Wildlife Area, 
the U.S. 
Forest 
Service reported. 
The area is the last refuge of the 
rare California condor, largest bird 
of prey in the world. But a Forest 
Service biologist said all but 15 to 20 
of the estimated 60 birds—all that 
remains of the species—were away 
hunting in higher mountains, ana 
those that stayed 
behind 
were 
nesting at the other end of the 
sanctuary, about nine miles from 
the fire. 
After three days of temperatures 
in the 100 degree range, banks of 
heavy fog rolled into the forest 
Thursday. Temperatures dropped to 
the 70s during the day and into the 
low 60s at night. 
“ If the weather holds, it will give 
us the leverage to get in on this 
fire,” a Forest Service spokesman 
said. 
The cool air, surging inland from 
the 
ocean, 
brought 
optimistic 
predictions from firefighters facing 
another brush fire to tne southeast 
That blaze had burned through 3,440 
acres in the San Jacinto Mountains 
by today. But state Division of 
Foresty spokesmen said they had it 
90 per cent contained—ringed by fire 
lines 
—and 
expected 
full 
containment today. 
The major fire, eating into Los 
Padres, was located about 60 miles 
northwest of central Los Angeles in 
Ventura County The San Jacinto 
fire is in Riverside County, about 80 
miles east of central Los Angeles. 
A third fire, more than 500 miles 
away in Northern California, was 
brought under control Thursday 
after destroying eight homes, 15 
other buildings, four trailers, 10 
motor vehicles and several pigs and 
chickens Damages were estimated 
at more thgn $200,000. The blaze 
swept through 1,760 acres of brush 
and woodland in Sonoma County, 
near Geyserville, about 80 miles 
north of San Francisco. 
Fire officials said they thought .» 
was started by an arsonist 
An arsonist was also blamed for 
the San Jacinto fire. State forestry 
officials threw 935 men into the 
battle against it, 
including 
120 
Indians flown in from New Mexico. 
The major fire was creeping 
eastward in Los Padres National 
Forest, despite the efforts of a force 
of 2,000 men aided by 11 flying water 
bombers, 
eight 
helicopters, 
20 
bulldozers and 52 tanker trucks.

MUNICH (U P Ii-A t the back of 
the crowd rose the towering frame 
of Tom Burleson and at the front 
stood the distinguished figure of

“ All of these countries come here 
and have their flag raised and it was 
wonderful to be here and see ours 
raised 
“ I’m told they sang the Star 
Spangled Banner in 1968 (at Mexico 
City) and I guess everybody wanted 
to do it again.

Somebody started singing 
and soon everybody w as” 


Olympic organizers have asked 
that no more than 75 m em bers of 
any one country take part in the flag 
raising ceremonies because of the 
limited amount of space in the 
Olympic Plaza 


But so many Americans wanted to 
take part in the ceremony the 
number swelled to more than 100 
and dozens more stood around the 
plaza and on a balcony to watch and 
take pictures. 


The Americans crowded into the 
plaza and some were forced to stand 
on a curb at the back which rises 
about a foot off the ground.

U.S. team preps for games 


MUNICH < UPI >—Vince Matthews, who won his spot 
on the U.S. track and field team fair and square, has to 
be resting a bit easier today. 
Matthews, a 24-year-old quarterm iler from Brooklyn, 
N.Y., wound up third in the 400-meter dash at the 
Olympic trials at Eugene, Ore., last month, but ever 
since arriving in Munich all he's heard is talk that Lee 
Evans, who was fourth in the Trials, would replace him 
in the Olympic Games. 
In a special final tuneup m eet Thursday night, 
Matthews and Evans, the defending Olympic champion 
and world record holder, were entered in the same heat. 
American team officials said there was no significance 
to the pairing and maybe there wasn't. Still it seemed 
strange 
In any event, Matthews beat Evans by a tenth of a 
second. 44.7 to 44 8. and if there were any doubts Vince 
apparently dispelled them. 
The betting now is that Evans will have to content 
himself with running anchor on the 1,600-meter relay 
team and leave it up to Matthews, Wayne Collett and 
John Smith to carry Yank hopes in the 400. 
The

was 
the 
most 
significant 
of 
the 
tuneup 
meet, 
although 
Steve 
Prefontaine set an American record of 8:19.4 for two 
miles His time beat the listed four years ago, but won’t 
ever get into the record books. 
That’s because Prefontaine actually competed in a 
3,000 m eter race. What he did was continue another 240 
yards for two miles in an arrangem ent worked out 
earlier with tim ers and officials. 
Prefontaine is America a distance race medal. He’s 
listed for the 5,000-meter run — a race in which he has a 
career best of 13:22 8, which also is the American 
record. 


Bob Seagren, meanwhile, had a disappointing pole 
vault of 17-4^4, which is 13 inches less than his world 
record. What made it worse was that he lost to West 
G erm any’s Reiner Kuretzky on fewer misses. 


However, Seagren, who won his specialty four years 
ago in the Mexico City Games, used an old pole Thursday 
night. He got his world m ark with a newer and more 
refined pole, but the International Amateur Athletic 
Federation has not approved it. 


The tuneup m eet was about the only activity of note as 
the countdown began for Saturday’s opening ceremonies. 
Sunday, the action gets under way with diving, water 
polo, weightlifting, wrestling, soccer, pistol shooting, 
basketball and boxing. Track and field doesn’t start until 
Aug. 31. 


Most athletes are trying to keep busy while awaiting 
the opening. Today, in the main track stadium, there will 
be some practice runs for the opening ceremonies — 
usually the most colorful event of the Olympic Games. 
As expected, not a seat is available with a sellout of 
84,000 assured.

The new additions were former Detroit Red Wings superstar Gordie 
Howe; form er Montreal Canadiens captain Jean Beliveau; Montreal 
and New York Ranger great Bernie ‘Boom Boom’ Geoffrion; Weston 
W Adams, chairman of the board of the Boston Bruins. The late 
Reginald Hooley’ Smith; and the late Harry Hap' Holmes. 
The new inductees brought to 186 the number of m em bers in the 
hockey Hall of Fam e—136 players, 43 builders and seven referees. 
The greatest ovation was reserved Thursday for Howe, a prairie boy 
who rose to become a vice president of the Red Wings. He played a 
quarter century with Detroit before his retirem ent last April. 
In a record 1,841 regular season and playoff games, Howe compiled 
853 goals, 1,114 assists for 1.967 points. He was an NHL All Star in 21 of 
his 25 seasons, the NHL scoring leader six tim es and six times the 
league’s most valuable player. Last September he was voted as 
hockey’s top individual over the past quarter century. 
Geoffrion played 14 seasons for the Canadiens, joined the Rangers in 
1966 and retired in 1968. Geoffrion finished his career as fifth highest 
goal scorer in the NHL (393) and was the second player in league 
history to shoot 50 goals in a single season. 
Beliveau, who has remained in the Canadiens’ organization as a 
vice-president, scored 507 regular season goals during his 18-year NHL 
career, which places him fourth in all time NHL scoring. 
Adams, who once played goal for Harvard, is chiefly responsible 
today for developing the Bruins’ present hockey talent. He became the 
second mem ber of his family to enter the hockey Hall of Fam e His 
father, Charles F. Adams, who is deceased, was inducted in 1960 
Smith played on two Stanley Cup winners—with Ottawa in 1927 and 
the Montreal Maroons in 1935 During his 17 NHL seasons, he scored 
200 goals as a center and was named to the All-Star team in 1936 
Holmes, a goalkeeper, began his professional career with the 
Toronto St. P at’s in 1913 and played until 1928 when he retired with 
Detroit. Had there been a trophy for leading goaltenders during that 
period, Holmes would have won it eight times.

Court blasts concession monopoly 


FRANCISCO

Justice Tom C. Clark awarded 
Charles O. Finley, of the Oakland 
A thletics, 
$846,000 
in 
trip le 
damages He estim ated Finley lost 
$282,168 during the four seasons, 
1964 through 1967, by dealing with 
E m p rise 
instead 
of 
an o th er 
concessionaire. 
In his ruling revealed Thursday 
Clark, a former U.S. Supreme Court 


justice now serving part time on the 
district court, decided that selling 
beer and hot-dogs at baseball parks 
is a “ unique’’ kind of business. The 
fact that Em prise has long-term 
contracts with 10 of the 22 m ajor 
league baseball clubs gives it a 
dominant position, having over 50 
per cent of the business he said. 
The method Em prise used to 
control the concessions, Clark said, 
is giving substantial loans to people 
running baseball team s and getting 
long contracts—up to 100 years—in 
return. 
When Finley bought the Kansas 


City Athletics he was forced to pick 
up the team ’s Philadelphia contract 
with Em prise, which had many 
years to run. Finley fought Em prise 
and when he moved the team to 
Oakland in 1967 he refused to honor 
the Em prise contract and signed 


with a local concessionaire who is 
giving the Athletics 37 per cent of 
sales, rather than 29 per cent which 
Em prise paid.

The nostalgic 
Bohemian WC

(Editor’s note: Butch, a Record Adman, is meandering 
through Czechoslavakia and nearby countries, reporting on 
traveling minutie before swinging north for Munich and the 
Olympics). 
After arriving in Pilsen in the late evening and dining on 
ham and cheese sandwiches, no hot meals available, we 
had a good night’s sleep at the Hotel Ural, a very modern 
facility. 
The one thing that set me back a few years in nostalgia 
was the bathroom in our room. The towels looked like they 
had been stolen from my sainted Grandmother’s house in 
Cicero, Illinois. They were of the same rough texture and 
mismatched colors. 
As she was born in this country and had returned for a 
visit years later, she could have brought them from here. 
The toilet is a pull chain affair that sounds like Niagara 
Falls when flushed. The shower is a hand held device 
similar to those used in kitchen sinks. Since there is no 
shower curtain, one must take a shower very carefully or 
risk flooding the entire bathroom. The t.p. is a close cousin 
to low grade wax paper and not very efficient. It reminded 
me of newsprint copy paper in size and strength. 
On Monday, August 14 we managed to drive in circles 
trying to find the address of Ma’s second cousin who lives in 
Pilsen. After getting lost and asking a half dozen people 
how to find the placq. we finally located it but nobody was 
home. We never did get in touch even after calling several 
times and stopping there again. We concluded they must be 
on vacation. 
In the afternoon we drove to Karlovy Vary, a famous 
mineral springs health spa in the mountains north of here. 
A very picturesque place. Returning to Pilsen we stopped 
for dinner and Dad ordered in Bohemian he had picked up 
from Ma. What we got was about half right and, as for a 
couple of items, we didn’t know for sure what they were. 


Tuesday we headed tor Prague and Dad got stopped by a 
cop for failing to yield. It cost him 100 Koruna, about $7.00 
American. We stopped for lunch in Rokycany where my 
grandmother was born. We let Ma order and had a lovely 
meal of roast pork, dumplings and sweet and sour cabbage 
quaffed down with good Pilsen beer. 


The next stop was Karlstein Castle, home of King Karel 
IV during the Renaissance period. It was built to guard the 
crown jewels and must have been successful because by the 
time an enemy would have climbed the stairs to the top of 
the tower he would have been too tired to fight anymore. 


We went to Prague about 3:30 p.m. and checked into the 
Olympic Hotel which is about as American as you can get. 
Due to some rule we had to take separate rooms, which 
isn’t too bad, but mine was on the ninth floor and my 
parents’ was on the sixteenth. 


We spent Wednesday morning touring Prague by trolley 
and on foot. My feet are killing me. Next: from Ceske 
Budejovice.

By the 
time the delegates assembled in 
1968 he had the nomination locked 
up. This was the end result of his 
work with the pros across the 
country.

With his friend and patron of

Kissinger,

hardly 
necessary to add, will be constantly 
on tap as consultant and adviser. 
And Rockefeller, it is presumed, 
will take over the Kissinger White 
House State Department with its 
effective staff and incorporate it in 
his domain.

WASHINGTON - The corporate 
welfare system moved into high 
gear at the Congress last week as 
the 
railroads 
and 
trucking 
companies 
began 
pushing 
for 
passage of their authored 
bill, 
S.2362, known as the “Surface 
Transportation Act of 1972.’’ This 
legislation would provide $5 billion 
in 
financial 
assistance, 
easier 
railroad abandonment of lines, less 
competition, lessv corporate and 
income taxes, and other props to 
hold up mismanaged transportation 
monopolies. 
It is being heavily 
lobbied by former Senator George 
Smathers, who now represents the 
American Association of Railroads. 
Having balked at 
the Lockheed loan 
guarantee last year 
before approving it, 
the 
Congress 
is 
grumbling over this 
latest raid on the 
taxpayer by corp­ 
orations who want 
the 
benefits 
of 
government 
priv­ 
ilege 
without the 
risks 
of 
private 
enterprise. 
Many 
conservative 
members 
of 
both 
Congress are wondering how many 
billions of dollars in direct and 
indirect government and consumer 
subsidies 
will 
this 
burgeoning 
giveaway drive cost. Big companies 
don’t go bankrupt anymore; they 
just go to Washington. 
One provision in S.2362 gives to 
the Secretary of 
the Treasury 
virtually uncontrolled discretion to 
extend up to $5 billion in “loans’’ of 
possible 
indefinite 
duration 
to 
railroads, trucking companies and 
barges. The tricky definition of the 
word 
“ loan” 
includes 
“ any 
extension of financial assistance, by 
loan or otherwise 
There are no 
stated criteria for granting such 


and 
liberal 
parties 
in 


subsidies to insure that the public 
receives improved service, higher 
productivity 
or 
other 
benefits. 
There are no requirements in case 
of non-repayment, if indeed the 
bill’s vagueness about a supposed 
fifteen year term requires any 
repayment at all. This proposal 
follows other loan guarantees and 
tax breaks for many of these 
carriers in past years which have 
not resulted in improved service. 
The corporate beneficiaries of 
these 
added 
subsidies 
are 
transportation 
companies 
or 
subsidiaries of conglomerate parent 
corporations who already have the 
privileges of legal price fixing via 
formal cartels called rate bureaus. 
Furthermore, they are shielded 
from 
competition 
by 
federal 
regulatory 
agencies. 
Their 
conglomerate parent companies, 
especially in the railroad areas, are 
no longer interested in transporting 
passengers and servicing smaller 
shippers and farmers. What they 
are interested in doing is siphoning 
off capital from traditional railroad 
operations into land sp^ulation, 
mining, 
financial 
activities and 
other investments. 
The sleepy Interstate Commerce 
Commission is awakened by these 
carriers to approve periodic rate 
increases. Compliantly, the IGC, 
which after 80 years still does not

vation Committee, 
a very high-sound­ 
ing title. 
In the past two years, like most 
legislators who always look forward 
to re-election, Z’berg has found the 
environment. This year Z’bere was 
the author of a bill to regulate forest

interests, in effect giving public 
interests

privately-owned forests. The bill fell 
on its face and the bill is stalled in 
committee 
with 
no 
hope 
for 
passage. 
Two senate-sponsored bills have 
already cleared the upper house and 
await action of Z’berg’s committee. 
Z’berg refused to hear either of the 
bills prior to the vacation. So 
instead, he is planning interim 
hearings for four days, on his own 
bill which is dead as a doornail. 
Does Z’berg call for the interim 
hearings in Sacramento? No siree. 
He wants to get out and rough it. 
The first two day meeting will be 
held at Sugar Pine Point at Lake 
Tahoe Sept. 5 and 6, inunediately 
following Labor Day. He’ll conclude 
the interim hearings on Oct. 2 and 3
